In response to your inquiries, I have stressed repeatedly 
that it is vital that each of us gain a bro^ knowledge of the origin, aims 
and methods of the communist conspiracy so that we can intelligently 
comprehend the danger it presents. As a matter of policy, I am unable 
to comment on any specific program of instruction; however, knowledge
